Control in Industry

Instruments make for precision 
control of pi' el for efficiency 

in the use of raw materials, machin- 
and equipment, the report states. 
Many modern manufacturing plants 
employ Beveral hundred instruments 
ill their production pi -e and 

■I- concerns use thou- 
sands. Such industries as petroleum 
refining and automobile manufactur- 
ing, for example, rely heavily on instru 

ments. [n the heat-treating of steel, 
it is pointed out, skilled craftsmen 

used to judge the temperature of the 

steel by its color. 
Th.p introduction of the pyrometer, 

an instrument which measures and 
indicates temperature, eliminated the 
need for this skill but the operation 
still requires manipulation to regulate 
the temperature. The subsequent de- 
velopment ed' a temperature controll- 
ing apparatus made the heat-treating 
process almost entirely automatic. The 
report states that instruments inc 
porating automatic control features 
are gradually superseding simple in- 
dicating and recording typos. Instru- 
ments permit economies by the reduc- 
tion of waste through maintenance 
uniform operating conditions and 
the use> of Cheaper raw materials. 
Inferior materials can he made into 

products equal in quality to those 
b aa ed on more expensive raw materials.
